Across-the-board standardized 
testing for Alberta students in 
grades three, six and nine will 
soon be a thing of the past, 
according to the education 
minister. 

Jeff Johnson said he’s 
directed staff in his ministry 
to begin exploring other ways 
to gather school and curricu¬ 
lum data currently provided 
through provincial achieve¬ 
ment tests (PATs). 

He said some parents and 
educators have suggested the

testing be random; others be¬ 
lieve it should be conducted at 
the beginning of the semester 
instead of the end, and ques¬ 
tions have also been raised 
about whether the Grade 3 
exams are appropriate at all. 

“As we move forward with a 
more flexible curriculum, and 
as technology advances, too, 
why can’t the province’s stan¬ 


dardized assessment be infused 
right into the assessment the 
teacher does on a day-to-day 
basis?” Johnson said in an inter¬ 
view with Metro. “Two things 
are certain — the PATs in their 
current form will not be here in 
the years to come, but we will 
have some form of standard¬ 
ized assessment because we 
believe in that.” 

Carol Henderson, president 
of the Alberta Teachers’ Asso¬ 
ciation, welcomed change to a 
testing format she believes is 
extremely dated. 

“Certainly, a 30-year-old test 
is not going to support the land 
of learning we want children to 
be exposed to,” she said. “That’s 
the problem-solving, the crea¬ 
tivity, the innovation and work¬ 
ing together and just learning 
to be good citizens.” 

Johnson pledged to begin 
changes before the next provin¬ 
cial election and said he would 
likely start with the youngest 
students. 
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Power. New 

provincial 
rules offer 
break in 
electricity 
charges 

Hie Alberta government 
has announced changes to 
electricity rules aimed at giving 
consumers a break from high 
power bills and ensure value 
for money on future big-ticket 
power lines. 

Energy Minister Ken 
Hughes said that utilities that 
sell power to two out of eveiy 
three Albertans on the so-called 
regulated rate option will now 
be able to buy the juice four 
months ahead of time, rather 
than on the old deadline of six 
weeks. 

Hughes said that will 
bring more cost certainty for 
companies, and reduce the risk 
of price spikes brought on by 
heatwaves or cold snaps. 

Albertans “want the lights 
to go on, and they want a fair 
price for their power,” Hughes 
told a legislature news confer¬ 
ence Tuesday. “There will be 
less (price) fluctuation, and 
overall prices are being man¬ 
aged as tightly as possible.” 

Hughes also announced 
that an 11-month freeze on 
the administrative portion 
of power bills, instituted to 
coincide with a review of the 
pricing system, is now being 
lifted. Any fee hikes held in 
abeyance since last Februaiy 
will now be added to power 
bills, but over a graduated 
period to avoid price “shock,” 
he said. 

Hughes couldn’t quantify 
the cost to consumers from 
the fee thaw, but said it will be 
“very modest.” 

Hughes made the an¬ 
nouncement as part of his 
department’s response to an 
independent panel report on 
the electricity pricing system. 
The report by the Retail Market 
Review Committee was com¬ 
missioned last Februaiy by Pre¬ 
mier Alison Redford to look for 
long-term solutions to soaring 
power bills, the Canadian press 


New law unfair? Lawyer takes Alberta’s new 
drunk driving legislation to an Edmonton court 


The stories of three Alber¬ 
tans who had their driver’s 
licenses automatically sus¬ 
pended, after new drunk 
driving legislation came into 
effect on July 1, were heard 
in an Edmonton courtroom 
on Tuesday. 

Lawyer Matthew Woodley 
said the three people he was 
representing have suffered 
financial harm as a result of 
not being able to drive. 

One client has had to rely 
on his elderly mom to drive 
him around, while another 
lost her job. 

He argued the province’s 


new legislation encour¬ 
ages people charged with 
impaired driving offences 
to plead guilty so they can 
move through the steps to 
expedite the return of their 
licence. 

Woodley asked Court of 
Queen’s Bench Chief Justice 
Neil Wittmann to grant a 
stay on his client’s automatic 
licence suspensions until a 
constitutional battle of Al¬ 
berta’s new impaired-driving 
legislation takes place. 

Those clients include Dan 
Sahalulc, a 27-year-old com¬ 
edian and engineer, who had 


his licence suspended at a 
Checlcstop in September. 

The Calgarian claims 
he was unable to provide a 
breath sample, despite six 
attempts, because of a con¬ 
dition he suffers from called 
pneumothorax, which caus¬ 
es his lung to spontaneously 
collapse. 

The other two clients 
both had their licences sus¬ 
pended in the summer, after 
being found by police sitting 
in their parked vehicles.

Council endorses

Edmonton’s iHuman Youth 
Society has the full backing of 
city councillors, but they will 
need money from the provin¬ 
cial and federal government 
if they want to build a new 
home.

The only sound I hear is that 
of my own body breathing in 
and out. 

It’s been that way since 
I climbed into a snug hole 
carved into the side of Revel- 
stolce Mountain Resort in B.C., 
and flashed a “thumbs up” 
sign to ski patrol. 

As I lay there in the fetal 
position, the patroller covered 
my one escape with large slabs 
of snow and ice. 

“Are you OK? I’m going to 
fill in the cracks with snow 
now,” he says. 

The outside world is silent 
for the next 15 minutes, al¬ 
though eveiyone on the sur¬ 
face says they keep trying to 
communicate with me. 

I can’t tell. 

Today, I’m put in the role of 
an avalanche victim. 


A1 Roberts and his faithful 
companion Sadie, a seven-year- 
old Belgian-shepherd cross, 
bide their time in the kennel 
on top of the ski hill when 
Roberts hears “go ahead” over 
the static on his radio. 

Sadie knows it’s time to 
work. 

She leaps out of her cage 
and barks excitedly as Roberts 
steps into his ski bindings and 
starts descending the moun¬ 
tain. 

In a few minutes, they’ll be 
at the site of a simulated ava¬ 
lanche where a “victim” is bur¬ 
ied underneath a pile of snow. 

To the naked eye, it’s im¬ 
possible to tell where I’m bur¬ 
ied.

tire block comes down and 
I see Sadie’s wet nose poke 
through the opening. 

She barks, grabs the old, 
raggedy sweater I’m holding 
in my left hand and starts tug¬ 
ging at it, helping me as I claw 
my way out of the cold prison 
with my free arm. 

Roberts, his boots crunch¬ 
ing on fresh powder as he 
races toward us, keeps Sadie 
motivated. 

“What did you find? There’s 
a good girl, good girl.” 


It was a minute and 
30 seconds from 
the time Rob¬ 
erts shouted, 
“Search!” to 
the moment 
Sadie homed in 
on my scent and 
started 
dig¬ 
ging 
for 



Roberts explains that he 
and Sadie, like all members of 
the Canadian Avalanche Res¬ 
cue Dog Association (CARDA), 
are able to cover an area six 
times that of a team of human 
searchers in just a fraction of 
the time when responding to 
an avalanche. 

The effectiveness of rescue 
dogs can’t be understated. 

“When you’re buried, 
every second counts,” is the 
tagline used on CARDA’s web¬ 
site. 

Once on scene, Roberts’ 
job is to see which direction 
the wind is coming from and 
send Sadie into it. 

“The scent of the person 
comes out of the snow just 
like smoke would out of a 
hole. It takes the path of least 
resistance, out of the snow 
and into the wind,” he ex¬ 
plains. 

“Once the dog gets into 
the scent cone, they can pin¬ 
point where it’s coming from. 
You can see their head just 
snap back and you can tell 
there’s something there. They 
become more intent on find¬ 
ing where the scent is coming 
from, and as soon as they find 
it in the ground they just dive 
right in.” 

And anyone buried under¬ 
neath is usually glad they do.

When a fatal avalanche strikes 
in the B.C. baclccountry, it’s 
search and rescue volunteers 
who face the grim task of re¬ 
covering the bodies. 

Situated in what is known 
as the “powder belt,” and boast¬ 
ing the most vertical ski resort 
in North America, Revelstoke is 
home to a huge contingent of 
highly experienced search and 
rescuers. 

Buck Corrigan, a veteran 
manager at Revelstoke Search 
and Rescue (SAR) who helps 
co-ordinate a team of about 60, 
says despite the high seasonal 
risk, avalanche calls to his office 


aren’t that common. Thanks to 
the proliferation of knowledge 
and more people than ever 
carrying avalanche kits, he gets 
perhaps one or two per season. 

“We went to one last year 
and it was over before we got 
there,” he says. “The local 
group had done a self-rescue, 
and there was one fatality and 
by the time we got there it was 
over. They had recovered the 
fatality. 

“In this part of the world, it’s 
just accepted that you don’t go 
out without a certain amount of 
equipment.” 

When an avalanche call does 


come in, an automated call gets 
sent out to the experts, day or 
night, who then rally at a mus¬ 
ter station. The SAR team will 
include a technician to do a 
risk assessment, paramedics, 
avalanche rescue dogs, and a 
helicopter and heli-sling techni¬ 
cians. 

Zuzana Driediger is a part- 
time Revelstoke SAR volunteer 
with 20 years’ experience. She 
says some calls are more stress¬ 
ful than others — such as the 
Size 3.5 avalanche (out of a ze- 
ro-to-five scale) that killed two 
men in 2010 while 200 snow- 
mobilers were attending an 
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pros at keeping calm in crisis

annual competition at nearby 
Boulder Mountain. 

She recalled that at one 
point crews had to stop a man 
from building a bonfire and 
pouring gas on it, because the 
smoke was impeding rescue 
helicopters. She spent three 


days on the scene with her ava¬ 
lanche rescue dog, Hero, who 
used his keen sense of smell to 
help ensure the site was clear 
and no one was still buried. 

“I personally try to stay calm 
and collected and just look at 
the big picture and focus on 


safety first and what’s import¬ 
ant,” she said of how she copes 
in a crisis. 

“At the time I’m not veiy 
emotional. I just focus on the 
task at hand, but sometimes, 
yeah, it does affect you later on 
if there’s fatalities involved, but 
you kind of accept it that that’s 
part of the game in the moun¬ 
tains.” 

Emergency Management BC 
reimburses all volunteer search 
and rescue groups for the costs 
of each rescue, while commun¬ 
ity organizations help raise 
money for new equipment.

The bodies of at least 65 
people were found in Syria’s 
northern city of Aleppo Tues¬ 
day as the government and 
rebels blamed each other for 
the mass killing. 

The bodies, almost all men 
in their 20s and 30s, were 
discovered in the contested 
neighbourhood of Bustan al- 
Qasr, according to Rami Ab- 
dul-Rahman, director of the 
Britain-based Syrian Observa¬ 
tory for Human Rights. In¬ 
tense clashes between rebels 
and government troops have 
raged in the district since op¬ 
position forces launched an 
offensive on Aleppo in July. 

Abdul-Rahman said the 
identities of the dead were 
unknown and it was not clear 
who was behind the killings. 
A government official told 
The Associated Press that 


the dead were residents of 
Bustan al-Qasr. 

Syrian state TV said the 
men were killed by mem¬ 
bers of Jabhat al-Nusra, an 
al-Qaida-linked group. It said 
the men were killed after 
they demanded members of 
the group to leave their areas. 

An activist group, the 
Local Co-ordination Com¬ 
mittees, put the number of 
bodies at 80. It blamed gov¬ 
ernment forces for the kill¬ 
ing. 

The same day, a bomb 
wounded Abdul-Razzak 
Qtini, once governor of the 
province of Hama, as he was 
in his car, said Abdul-Rahman 
and a neighbour of Qtini. 

Earlier Tuesday, rebels 
stormed a government intel¬ 
ligence complex in the east, 
freeing at least 11 people 
held in a prison there, activ¬ 
ists said. 

Regime warplanes also 
carried several airstrikes on 
rebel positions in restive 
towns and villages around 
Damascus, the Observatory

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Jobless youth will 
cost $10.7B in lost 
wages, report says 


Graduate blues. Those 
entering labour market 
during periods of high 
unemployment can take 
years to catch up 


The rise in youth unemploy¬ 
ment in Canada will cost an 
estimated $10.7 billion in lost 
wages over the next three 
years, a report by TD Econom¬ 
ics estimates. 

The “scarring” effect — 
the period of underemploy¬ 
ment that follows — could 
cost another $12.7 billion in 
lost earnings over the next 18 
years, the report also predicts. 

The study, called “Assess¬ 
ing the long term cost of 
youth unemployment,” said 
the impact on the Canadian 
economy is relatively low 
compared to some European 
countries. 


By the numbers 


14 % 

Youth unemployment in Canada has 
hovered around 14 per cent for the 
past two years, roughly double the aver¬ 
age for all age groups. 


“Of course, for the people 
suffering from unemploy¬ 
ment, the impact is signifi¬ 
cant,” said TD senior econo¬ 
mist Martin Schwerdtfeger. 

Youth who enter the 
labour market during a period 
of high unemployment can 
take years to catch up, an ef¬ 
fect known as “scarring,” the 
report said. 

A Canadian study found 
that in a typical recession — 
defined as a rise in unemploy¬ 
ment rates by five percentage 
points — college graduates 
suffered a nine per cent loss 
in wages in the first year. 


That faded to zero within 10 
years. 

A U.S. study found a one 
per cent increase in un¬ 
employment led to a 4.4 per 
cent loss in wages for college 
graduates initially, a gap that 
took 17 years to close. 

“Stubbornly high un¬ 
employment is one of the 
legacies of the 2008 financial 
crisis and the recession that 
followed it,” Schwerdtfeger 
wrote in his report. 

Young Europeans have 
been hit the hardest, with un¬ 
employment rates for those 
between the ages of 15 and 24 
years ranging from a low of 
eight per cent in Germany to 
a high of 58 per cent in Greece 
and 57 per cent in Spain. 

In comparison, youth un¬ 
employment in Canada has 
hovered around 14 per cent 
for the past two years, rough¬ 
ly double the average for all 
age groups.

Canadian and U.S. consumers 
appear to be heading in oppos¬ 
ite directions in terms of their 
confidence in the economy go¬ 
ing forward—it’s up in Canada 
and down south of file border. 

The Conference Board of 
Canada’s survey on consumer 
confidence in January shows 
the index rebounding strong¬ 
ly by 5.1 points to 83.1, the 
highest level since June 2011 
and the first increase in four 
months. 

A similar survey by the Con¬ 
ference Board in the United 
States found confidence among 
consumers there plummeted 
this month to 58.6, the lowest

level since November 2011. 

The results are baffling 
given that most economists 


believe the U.S. is on the verge 
of a relatively strong economic 
performance in 2013, while 
the expectations for Canada — 
while not negative — are more 
modest. 

Bank of Montreal economist 
Doug Porter says the U.S. result 
is most surprising to him, not¬ 
ing there are specific reasons 
why Canadians should be see¬ 
ing the sunny side of the eco¬ 
nomic street at the moment.

For the first time in its ven¬ 
erable histoiy, Hollywood’s 
most prestigious accolade is 
being manufactured under the 
watch of a Canadian company.

R.S. Owens last December and 
with it, R.S. Owens’ 30-year 
tradition of making the inter¬ 
nationally recognized gold-plat¬ 
ed statues.

Rock and Roll Hall of Fame 
Awards. “This particular award 
is a cast award and it’s not go¬ 
ing to change. It’s going to al¬ 
ways be done there.” 



That guarantee was key 
to sealing the new partner¬ 
ship, says the president of R.S. 
Owens, Scott Siegel. 

Firkser says he had never 
seen an Oscar up close until 
taking over R.S. Owens. “The 
weight of it is quite surprising. 
It’s a lot heavier than it looks,” 
he says of the trophy. 

At its core is britannium, a 
pewter-like alloy that is poured 
by hand into a steel mould.

A BlackBerry is born. 

Wednesday's launch 
marks start of ad blitz 
to keep hype alive 


After several technical blun¬ 
ders, two unexpected delays 
and one major shakeup in its 
leadership, BlackBerry-maker 
Research In Motion is about 
to raise the curtain for its new 
smartphone devices in hopes 
that consumers share the ex¬ 
citement. 

The unveiling of the phones 
and operating system on Wed¬ 
nesday marks the start of an ad¬ 
vertising blitz that will stretch 
to social media, the Super Bowl 
and beyond as RIM tries to re¬ 
gain the cool factor that was 
once firmly in its grasp. 

If all goes according to 
plan, the event will also mark 
the end of a troublesome 12 
months that has seen RIM try 
to stay afloat while its future 
was constantly in question by 
outsiders, and its stock price 
tumbled to the lowest level in 
about a decade.

As played by Marlon 
Brando, Stanley Kowalski’s 
barbaric yell of “Stella!” was 
voted one of the best movie 
quotes by the American Film 
Institute. 

Streetcar’s director, Elia 
Kazan, also set Panic in the 
Streets, the story of a doc¬ 


tor and a policeman who 
have just two days to find a 
killer infected with a highly 
contagious form of bubonic 
plague, in 1950s New Or¬ 
leans. 

It’s dirty, dangerous, and 
claustrophobic — the perfect 
setting for a film noir.

Mardi Gras and Bourbon Street 


New Orleans is perhaps best-known for 
hosting one of the biggest free parties in 
the world: Mardi Gras. The Carnival season 
includes parades with costumed riders, 
marching bands and decorated floats, but 
it only lasts a few weeks. Visitors can get a 
taste of the madness and revelry of Carnival 
any time of year on Bourbon Street, the city’s 
most famous thoroughfare, where scantily- 
clad women beckon patrons from strip club 
doorways and beads are flung from balconies 
to revellers down below year-round. It’s also 
a hot spot for live music, which spills out 
onto the street from clubs with doors and 
windows flung open. And finally, Bourbon 
Street is a the one place where a costume can 
be flaunted any time of year. 



Free things 
to do in

Jackson Square 


Artists painting on canvas, clowns making 
balloon animals, street performers and jazz 
musicians are among the free entertainment 
to be found in Jackson Square, a one-bloclc 
section of the French Quarter anchored by 
a lush green space with benches set amid 
gardens and grand oak trees. The square is 
bordered by pedestrian-only walkways with 
restaurants, storefronts and upper-level bal¬ 
conies boasting decorative ironwork. Benches 
allow visitors to take in the architecture of 
the square’s historic buildings, including the 
Cabildo and Pontalba Apartments, believed to 
be among the oldest apartment buildings in 
the country. Visitors are also welcome at St. 
Louis Cathedral, a place of worship for Cath¬ 
olics since the 1720s. jackson-square.com 


City Park 

City Park is the largest green space in New Or¬ 
leans, with more than 1,300 acres of gardens, 
lagoons and walking trails set amid centuries- 
old oak trees draped in Spanish moss and 
filled with birds. The New Orleans Museum 
of Art is located in the park, and while there’s 
a fee to enter the museum, just beyond the 
museum are dozens of art objects you can 
see for free in the Sydney and Walda Besthoff 
Sculpture Garden. The sculptures, valued at 
more than $25 million, can be viewed in a 
relaxing setting that includes meandering 
footpaths, pedestrian bridges and reflecting 
lagoons. Among the artists represented are 
Antoine Bourdelle, Gaston Lachaise, Henry 
Moore, Jacques Lipchitz, Barbara Hepworth 
and Seymour Iipton. neworleanscitypark.com. 


Mississippi River Ferry 

A boat ride is one of the best ways to get a look 
at the New Orleans skyline and the Mississippi 
River’s daily parade of river barges, steamships 
and cruise ships. The Algiers Point ferry, which 
has been in operation since the early 1800s, is 
free to pedestrians. It runs every 30 minutes 
between the landing at the foot of Canal Street 
near the Aquarium of the Americas and the 
historic Algiers Point neighbourhood directly 
across the river from the French Quarter. Algiers 
Point, established in 1719, boasts a trove of 
historic Victorian-style homes, magnolia tree- 
lined streets with several parks, cafes, historic 
churches and bars with live music. But perhaps 
its best feature is an unobstructed view of the 
city’s skyline and river traffic. 


French Market 

The smell of sweet pralines and freshly- 
brewed coffee wafts through the air of the 
New Orleans French Market. The centuries- 
old commercial hub stretches for several city 
blocks along the banks of the Mississippi Riv¬ 
er in the French Quarter and includes Cafe du 
Monde, home of the deep-fried, sugar-coated 
beignet, a popular New Orleans pastry. The 
market is a mix of open-air retail spaces dot¬ 
ted with produce stands and enclosed stores 
carrying specialty clothing and jewelry. It’s an 
ideal destination for window shopping and 
people watching. The French Market dates to 
1791 and was originally the site of a Native 
American trading post. European immigrants 
traded there, as did African-Americans selling 
coffee, pralines and calas. 
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Mardi Gras brings 
baby dolls back 


Century-old tradition. 

Fat Tuesday's 
garter-clad women 
get their own exhibit 


The “baby dolls,” an on-again, 
ofF-again Mardi Gras tradition 
of New Orleans’ African- 
American community, are on 
again. 

The troupes of women 
strutting and prancing in 
bonnets, garters and skimpy 
or short, ruffled dresses on 
Fat Tuesday also are being 
spotlighted in a new book 
and museum exhibit that 
trace their history and mod¬ 
ern rebirth. 

When the predominant¬ 
ly African-American Zulu 
lcrewe hits the streets on 
Fat Tuesday — Feb. 12 — its 
marchers will include the 
Baby Doll Ladies, a troupe 
formed after hurricane Ka¬ 
trina. They play tambour¬ 
ines and cowbells to accom¬ 
pany their dance, a hip-hop 
style called bounce. 


Though Mardi Gras cele¬ 
brations date from the city’s 
French founding in 1718, 
historians say the baby doll 
tradition started in 1912 
when African American 
prostitutes who worked just 
outside the legal red-light 
district, called Storyville, 
dressed up on Mardi Gras to 
outdo their legal rivals. 

Storyville was closed in 
1917, but the baby doll cos¬ 
tumes caught on and sur¬ 
vived for decades in African- 
American neighbourhoods. 

In the years of segrega¬ 
tion, blacks celebrated Carni¬ 
val in their neighbourhoods 
with informal parades of 
the brightly feathered and 
beaded Mardi Gras Indians, 
picnics and parties centred 
around the floats of the Zulu 
parade and costume trad¬ 
itions such as the baby dolls. 

The end of segregation 
in the 1950s and ’60s — and 
new economic opportunities 
— brought new avenues for 
African-Americans to par¬ 
ticipate in Mardi Gras. Debu¬ 
tante presentations at gala 


balls and more traditional 
float parades sprung up. And 
the revival of Lundi Gras cele¬ 
brations the day before Mardi 
Gras brought together the 
monarch of the predominant¬ 
ly white Rex lcrewe to meet 
with the king of Zulu to toast 
the coming festival. 

As times changed, the 
baby doll tradition faded. 

But not everyone forgot 
the dolls, or what they meant 
to Carnival in New Orleans. 

One new group — the 504 
Eloquent Baby Dolls of New 
Orleans, named in part for a 
telephone area code — will 
march with a tribe of Mardi 
Gras Indians and the Skull 
and Bones club, maskers clad 
as skeletons in another re¬ 
vived black tradition. 

“I’ve got a wonderful 
group of women who want to 
educate our youth, who want 
to bring our culture back to 
the streets of New Orleans,” 
said Denise Trepagnier, a 
heavy crane operator and 
part-time seamstress who or¬ 
ganized the group.

Castle Mountain is a locals’ 
haven. With hand-me-down 
chairlifts from Sunshine Vil¬ 
lage, an on-mountain hostel 
and $67 (adult) lift tickets, 
Castle is an affordable place 
to rip. 

The Castle Mountain Sid 
Lodge and Hostel offers dorm 
rooms ($27 per person plus tax) 
as well as hotel rooms. This 
quaint spot is a short walk to 
the day lodge. This is where 
the prairie country meets the 
big mountains, an oft-forgotten 
spot that speaks of times past 
— both in terms of its lifts and 
its prices.

Hoisin is a thick, dark red-to- 
brown sauce used in Asian 
cooking that blends sweet- 
spicy-savoury flavours, a pro¬ 
file not all that different from 
ketchup. It is made from the 
leftover mash of fermented soy 
beans produced when making 
traditional soy sauces. 

That mash is combined with 
sugar, chilies, garlic, vinegar, 
salt, sometimes five-spice pow¬ 
der and either flour or corn¬ 
starch (to thicken). 

1. Heat oven to 425 F. Coat bak¬ 
ing sheet with cooking spray.

• 1 1/3 lbs ground turkey 

• 3/4 cup panko (Japanese- 
style) breadcrumbs 

• 4 tbsp butter, divided 

• 2 plum tomatoes, diced 

• 1/2 cup creme fraiche 

• 1 tsp hot sauce 

• Four 6-inch sub rolls 


2. In bowl, combine egg, cil¬ 
antro, scallions, garlic, gin¬ 
ger, lime zest, hoisin and 1/2 
tablespoon salt. Mix well. Add 
turkey, then knead well with 
your hands until evenly mixed. 
Add the breadcrumbs and mix 
again. Form mix into 20 balls. 

3. In skillet over medium-high, 
melt 2 tablespoons of butter. 
Add half of the meatballs and 
brown on all sides, 5 mins. 
Transfer to the prepared baking 
sheet, then repeat with the re¬ 
maining butter and meatballs. 


4. Bake the meatballs for 7 
to 8 minutes, or until cooked 
through and a thermometer 
inserted at the centre of a meat¬ 
ball reads 165 F. 

5. Meanwhile, in a small 
bowl mix the tomatoes, Creme 
fraiche, hot sauce and 1/2 tea¬ 
spoon of salt. Spread a quarter 
of the mixture down the cen¬ 
tre of each sub roll.

A shortage of talent threat¬ 
ens to delay, downsize and 
even cancel mining projects 
around the world. 

In Canada, where 40 per 
cent of the mining work¬ 
force is set to retire within 
the next 10 years, finding 
and hiring a skilled worker 
is like striking gold. 

That’s good news for am¬ 
bitious entry-level workers 
hoping to climb up the cor¬ 
porate ladder, says Andrew 
Pollard, president of Vancou¬ 
ver-based executive search 
firm The Mining Recruit¬ 
ment Group. 

This includes people in 
scientific roles like geolo¬ 
gists and engineers, those 
responsible for operational 
functions like equipment 
operators and tradespeople, 
and traditional support staff 
like analysts and lawyers. 

As a recent grad, you can 



set yourself apart from your 
co-workers and become a 
leader in your organization 
by doing these three things 
during your first five years:

“If you were hired as a geolo¬

Scoring goals has not been a 
problem for the young Edmon¬ 
ton Oilers so far in this abbrevi¬ 
ated season. 

How they’re scoring, how¬ 
ever, is a bit of an issue. 

With the likes of Jor¬ 
dan Eberle, Taylor Hall, Sam 
Gagner, Ryan Nugent-Hopkins, 
Ales Hemsky and No. 1 draft 
pick Nail Yakupov, it was safe 
to expect that the Oilers would 
have an impressive offence. 

So far that has proven to be 
true. The Oilers have scored 15 
goals in five games, and with 
three wins sit atop the North-

west Division. 

The problem is only three 
of those goals have been scored 
five-on-five. On Monday night 
all four of their goals in a 4-1 
win over Colorado came on the 
power play. 

Only one of Edmonton’s 
three even-strength goals has 
had any impact on a game’s 
outcome. Yakupov scored with 
five seconds left in the third 
period against Los Angeles last 
Thursday to force overtime, 
where the Oilers won with a 
power-play goal. 


Their other five-on-five goals 
were scored by Hall, late in a 6-3 
loss to San Jose, and by Gagner, 
with two seconds left in a 4-3 
loss in Calgary. 

“The power play has been 
awesome, creating a lot of 
goals,” Eberle said before the 
team headed out on a three- 
game road trip that will see 
them play on Wednesday in 
Phoenix, Thursday in San Jose 
and Saturday in Colorado. 
“When you’re struggling five- 
on-five, it’s great to have that. 
The five-on-five goals will come, 


but in the meantime if we’re 
scoring (power-play goals) and 
we’re winning games you don’t 
have to worry about it.” 

That’s certainly the atti¬ 
tude of the players: Why worry 
about even-strength goals 
when they’re scoring enough 
on the power play to win three 
of five games? 

“If we were losing games, 
it would be an issue, but right 
now we’re winning games with 
the power play and keeping the 
puclc out of our net,” said Eber¬ 
le, who has all three of his goals 
on the power play. 

The Oilers have been using 
their speed to force opponents 
to take penalties. Edmonton 
has had 28 power-play oppor¬ 
tunities and are scoring at a 
36 per cent rate with the man 
advantage, second only to San

Stars finally aligning for winger Hemsky

At this point in his career, pre¬ 
dicting that Ales Hemsky will 
have a breakout season is a 
little like banking on the San 
Jose Sharks to win the Stanley 
Cup. Sure, the Sharks are usu¬ 
ally great, but their post-season 
past is so sordid that when you 
pick them you feel like Charlie 
Brown lining up for a field goal 
with Lucy holding the football. 

Similarly, Hemsky has 
been a fixture in Edmonton 
for a decade now, and his play¬ 
making skills have never been 



questioned — they’re sublime, 
nothing more needs to be said. 
But a mixture of injuries and 
tentativeness when it comes to 
shooting the puck (he’s never 
put 200 shots on net in a sea¬ 
son) have translated into a ca¬ 
reer where the Czech national 
has yet to reach the 80-point 
mark. In fact, he has been a 
point-per-game player just 
once in his career, when he 
had 22 in as many games back 
in 2009-10. Then tus shoulder 
got wrecked in a game against 
Los Angeles and that was that. 

But this season, Hemsky 
seems to have the tools around 
him to break through. He’s 
playing with a speedy, talented 
centre in Sam Gagner and an 



electrifying sniper in rookie 
Nail Yakupov. If Hemsky puts 
the puck on Yak’s tape often 
enough, it won’t matter how 
often the vet shoots, but he’s 
even shown good resolve in 


that category so far. 

While his own linemates 
help, it’s the top troika of Jor¬ 
dan Eberle, Taylor Hall and 
Ryan Nugent-Hopkins that 
provides another level of cover 


for Hemsky. Not only does the 
youth brigade demand the 
attention of each opponent’s 
top checkers eveiy night, but it 
also puts Hemsky on the second 
power-play unit, where he will 
often get a chance to put his 
superb offensive skills to good 
use against either tired penalty 
killers or the second unit. 

Teemu Hartikainen looked 
great against Colorado on Mon¬ 
day night in the Tomas Hol- 
mstrom power-play role, get¬ 
ting his big body up in Semyon 
Varlamov’s grill, so Hemsky 
even has the personnel to 
cash in there (and he did). The 
stars are aligning — now Ales 
Hemsky needs to show he can 
join that galaxy. 
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Veteran receivers get 2nd shot at titles

day. Niners' Moss and 
Ravens' Boldin both 
trying to put tough

Randy Moss used to be a 
star. Now, he’s just an after¬ 
thought with the San Fran¬ 
cisco 49ers. 

It’s a role he’s still strug¬ 
gling to accept. 

Moss spent much of his 


career as one of the NFL’s 
top receivers. During Super 
Bowl media day on Tues¬ 
day, he called himself “the 
greatest receiver ever to do 
it.” That’s a claim sure to be 
debated in NFL circles. 

One thing is certain: 
The 35-year-old Moss is no 
longer an elite receiver. 
This season with the 49ers 
he caught just 28 passes for 
434 yards and three touch¬ 
downs. 

While Moss says he 
“doesn’t understand” being 
a blocker and a decoy, he’s 
willing to accept his new 


status if that’s what it takes 
to win his first Super Bowl. 

On the other side of the 
field will be Anquan Boldin, 
who wants to be known as 
more than simply a tough 
receiver. 

The 32-year-old, a key 
player in Baltimore’s 
charge to the Super Bowl, 
isn’t afraid to cut across 
the field. He can shrug 
off a hard hit, and also is 
an aggressive downfield 
blocker. 

Asked Tuesday if he ap¬ 
preciates his reputation as 
one of the toughest receiv¬ 


ers in the league, Boldin re¬ 
plied, “I look at it as, I’m a 
football player. Not so much 
a receiver.” 

Oh, but the man can 
catch the ball. He’s scored 
three touchdowns in three 
playoff games, and now he’s 
hoping for a Super Bowl 
ring after coming up short 
in 2008 with Arizona. 

Moss also came up short 
just a year earlier after the 
2007 season, when the New 
England Patriots lost to the 
New York Giants after an 
undefeated season.

You HAVE heard of Peter Schreyer, 
right? Kia’s German-bom designer is one 
of the chief reasons the company’s current 
models are so hot. One of his favourites 
is the Optima sedan. The style is brilliant 
and driving experience leaves little to be 
desired. 

But that can’t hold true for the bargain- 
basement Rio, can it? The sedan and Rio 
5-Door hatchback bear little resemblance 
to their predecessors, with far more pleas¬ 
ing sheet metal and a dash layout that’s 
attractively shaped, clearly presented 
and uses better materials. The standard 
1.6-litre, four-cylinder produces 138 
horsepower and 123 pound-feet of torque, 
which is significant for a light 1,150-kilo- 
gram vehicle. In this class, it’s a bit rare 
to see a six-speed manual transmission, or 
optional six-speed automatic, but the Rio 
has them. 

The Rio is available with Idle Stop and 
Go (ISG), an optional automatic trans¬ 
mission-only feature that shuts off the 
engine after the Rio comes to a complete 
stop, then instantly fires it up again once 
the brake pedal is released. ISG is part of 
an Eco Dynamics Package that includes 
a special alternator that disengages under 
high engine load (such as when head¬ 
ing up hill) for reduced power loss and 
improved fuel performance. Kia claims 
overall fuel consumption is reduced by 
about three per cent with ISG. That’s not 
much, but every little bit helps. 

The base Rio LX with the manual 
gearbox is somewhat light in the content

department, while the mid-range LX+ 
includes air conditioning, plus a few 
more goodies. The EX adds 16-inch alloy 
wheels, power sunroof and a rearview 
camera, while the top-end SX UVO adds 
a “Steptronic” automatic transmission, 
17-inch wheels (15-inchers are standard), 
leather interior, rain-sensing wipers and 
more. To add navigation, you need the SX. 

The Rio’s 1.6-litre engine is used 
in other applications, such as the Soul 
wagon, which received a full refresh both 
inside and out for the 2012 model year. 
New headlamps and LED taillights are 


the jewelry on top of a revised hood, front 
and rear fascias, fog lights and wheel 
designs for all three trim levels. 

The optional 2.0-litre, four-cylinder 
was retuned to deliver 160 horsepower 
(up from 142). A six-speed manual 
transmission is standard while a six-speed 
automatic is optional, but standard on the 
higher trims. Otherwise, the Soul is still 
cleverly packaged for maximum custom¬ 
ization and a wide range of price points. 

Of course, there is no more clever 
packaging than in the high-tech Optima 
Hybrid. As you might expect, the hybrid 
is the most fuel efficient (5.6 1/100 km 
city and 4.9 highway), but even the base 
engine produces a respectable 8.7 1/100 
km in the city and 5.7 on the highway. 

Most interesting is that the hybrid sys¬ 
tem uses unique lithium-polymer batteries 
that are lightweight and can actually be 
formed into shapes. The hybrid can travel 



at speeds of up to 60 mph (96 km/h) with¬ 
out the gas engine assisting. 

Kia’s reputation is built on value, and 
the Optima is no different. Very well 
equipped for the class with standard air 
conditioning, power everything, a cooled 
glovebox, tilt and telescoping steering 
wheel and keyless entry. Once you move 
up to mid-range EX or top-range turbo- 
only SX models, features such as front 
and rear heated seats, leather upholstery, 
back-up camera, a premium Infinity 
sound system and a navigation system are 
available as options.

It’s likely that at some point Mazda will 
have to dive in and build a hybrid model, 
but the company is so convinced that 
the internal-combustion engine can be 
improved to meet performance and fuel 
economy goals that you won’t hear a peep 
about hybrids. Possibly not for another 
decade, even. 

The direct-fuel-injection “SkyActiv” 
program was first brought to the Mazda3 
sedan and now finds a home with the new 
CX-5. Replacing the long-standing Ford 
Escape-based Tribute wagon, the attract¬ 
ively designed five-passenger CX-5 also 
fills in for the gone-for-2013 CX-7. 

More than simply a marketing slogan, 
SkyActiv represents a holistic trans¬ 
formation of the powertrain plus various 
other components that help save fuel in 
addition to making Mazdas better driving 
machines. 

From a chassis and suspension per¬ 
spective, the automaker’s engineers have 



attempted to infuse the vehicle with as 
much MX-5 Miata-type sporty behaviour 
as possible, combined with a highly ef¬ 
ficient engine and transmission. 

The powerplant consists of a high- 
compression 2.0-litre, four-cylinder that, 
due to its unique design, is able to run on 
low-grade 87-octane fuel and is lighter by 
10 per cent than Mazda’s non-Skyactiv 
2.0. 

Output is rated at 155 horsepower and 
150 pound-feet of torque, down from the 
Tribute’s 171/171 levels. However, the 
smaller displacement CX-5 is slightly less 



paunchy so it all evens out. Both sets of 
numbers are significantly improved over the 
Tribute and CX-7 and beat league leaders 
Honda CR-V and Hyundai Tucson. 

Mazda hasn’t scrimped, loading up 
even the most basic CX-5 Sport model. 
For $24,900, including destination 
charges, the base GX gets the usual air 
conditioning and power-operated items, 
along with cruise control and push¬ 
button start. Head up the line and you 
will find the GS and GT model, the latter 
of which comes with dual-zone climate 
control and leather seats. 



The only other wagon left in the 
Mazda fleet for 2013 is the excellent 
CX-9 that seats up to seven people. It 
comes in for a little bit of plastic surgery 
that adds a lot of depth, dimension and 
character to the look. Left unchanged, 
however, is a 273-horsepower, 3.7-litre 
V6 that was designed by Ford (the Blue 
Oval automaker maintains ties with 
Mazda) and shows up in a number of ap¬ 
plications, including the Mustang, Ford 
F-150 and Lincoln MKZ.

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C-MAX AND PLUG-IN 
ENERGI REPRESENT 
FORD HYBRID BRAND 

Ford gets our vote as the busiest automaker 
of 2013 and one of the most electrifying as 
two of its three brand new offerings have 
large batteries that aid fuel performance. 

In fact, the new C-Max and its plug-in 
Energi counterpart represent Ford’s first 
dedicated hybrid brand. They are based 
on the compact Focus architecture but the 
C-Max is more than 10 centimetres wider 
and 15 centimetres taller. Cargo space is 
about equal to that of the Toyota Prius v 
wagon, but with the rear seat folded flat 
the C-Max has nearly one-third more 
space than its chief rival. 

The C-Max and C-Max Energi hybrid’s 
powertrains consist of a 2.0-litre, four- 
cylinder that produce 141 horsepower that 
works in tandem with a 106-horsepower 
(estimated) electric motor. The net system 
output is rated at 188 horsepower, which is 
54 more than the Prius v. A continuously 
variable transmission (CVT) sends the 
torque to the front wheels. 

Ford claims the Energi can run up to 
135 km/h on battery power alone and more 
than triple the Prius Plug-in’s maximum 
electric-only range (32 versus 10 kilo¬ 
metres). This is all well and good as the 
hybrid piece of the sales pie is pretty thin, 
which is why two of the brand’s volume 
heavy hitters are also brand new this year. 

It’s a tossup as to whether the Escape or 
the Fusion will be more popular, but that 
must be a tough (not) problem to have. 

The new Escape represents a clean-sheet 
design-and-content approach to satisfy

the needs of multi-continent buyers. The 
sleeker look is radically different from the 
outgoing version’s boxiness, however, its 
slightly larger dimensions have resulted in 
greater rear-seat room plus slightly more 
passenger and cargo volume with the rear 
seat in place or folded flat. 

The base front-wheel-drive S model 
runs with a 168-horsepower, 2.5-litre four- 
cylinder, while the front- and all-wheel- 


drive SE designation uses a 178-horse- 
power, 1.6-litre turbocharged “EcoBoost” 
four-cylinder. A 237-horsepower turbo, 
four-cylinder (also from Ford’s “Eco¬ 
Boost” engine lineup) is standard on the 
SEL and Titanium trims. 

The Escape is the first Ford to offer 
both Torque Vectoring Control and Curve 
Control to help distribute the correct 
amount of power to each wheel when 



cornering so that the vehicle maintains 
its intended path. Escape’s most unique 
option is the power liftgate that automatic¬ 
ally opens and closes when you shake 
your foot hokey-pokey-style beneath the 
bumper (great when your hands are full of 
kids and/or groceries). 

The new Fusion’s big trick is pretty 
obvious. Just look at it. The sedan’s pri¬ 
mary eye-catcher is the dramatic roofline 
and open-mouth grille that greatly differs 
from the previous triple-bar fixture. The 
distance between the front and rear wheels 
increases by 13 centimetres and the width 
and height by about 2.5 centimetres. 

At the complete opposite end of the 
spectrum, the Mustang GT gets a slight 
bump in power to 420 horses while the new 
662-horsepower Shelby GT 500 can appar¬ 
ently top 200 mph (320 km/h). No hybrid 
here, just a supercharged 5.8-litre V8. Get 
it while you can, because who knows what 
the new Mustang for 2014 will be all about. 

For those on a much-less-than-$63,250 
budget, there’s the new Focus ST per¬ 
formance model that adds a list of 
improvements aimed at buyers who might 
otherwise consider a Volkswagen GTI. The 
2.0-litre “EcoBoost” turbocharged four- 
cylinder produces 252 horsepower and 
even features overboost with a giant slug 
of mid-range torque added.

Things carry on pretty much as normal 
for Jeep for the 2013 model year, but 
with plenty of fine-tuning going on at 
the Wrangler end of the building. The 
legendary off-roader enjoys a hard-core 
following; people who fearlessly dare to 
use these rugged rascals the way they’re 
intended. 

Of course, not everyone goes boulder¬ 
hopping and canyon-crawling in their 
Wranglers (the Jeep, not the jeans), but 
both groups will appreciate the newly 
designed seats with improved bolstering 
in front and added support when the road 
or trail gets rough. The back seat of the 
four-door Unlimited model, as well as the 
soft top, both now fold more easily using, 
amazingly, just one hand. 

Finally, both two- and four-door Wran¬ 
glers can be ordered with a premium top 
that is reportedly easier to clean and its 
three layers add a degree of noise insula¬ 
tion. Jeep claims the lid is also easier to 
fasten. (Yes, we had to read that twice, too.) 



Unchanged is the Chrysler-designed 
285-horsepower V6 that connects to 
either a six-speed manual transmission or 
optional five-speed automatic. The combo 
provides for a 1/100 km rating of 12.7 city 
and 9.3 highway (Unlimited models fare a 
little worse). 

Base Sport, Sport, Sport S, Sahara and 
Rubicon trim levels continue; the first 
two feature part-time four-wheel-drive 
with optional limited-slip rear differen¬ 
tial. 

The tough-customer Rubicon uses the 
Off-Road Rock-Trac unit with its extra- 
low-range gearing, front/rear-locking dif¬ 



ferentials for greater agility and 32-inch 
off-road rubber. 

As for the Grand Cherokee, talk about a 



Swiss Army Knife. The focus for 2012 was 
on the go-fast, corner-hard 470-horsepower 
SRT8, while this year, almost as reminder 
of the real point of this vehicle, it’s all 
about off-roading. The new-for-2013 Trail- 
hawk, for serious boulder bashing, includes 
Kevlar-reinforced Goodyear “Silent Armor” 
tires, additional off-road undercarriage 
protection, rear electronic limited-slip dif¬ 
ferential, Quadra-Drive II four-wheel-drive 
with air suspension for V8 models (adjusts 
ride height over a 11.4-centimetre range 
to a maximum 28 centimetres of ground 
clearance) and an upgraded traction-control 
system.

ALL EYES ON THE ACCORD 



HONDA SEDAN UNDERGOES 
METAMORPHOSIS IN STYLE 

With all the focus on a brand-new Accord 

— one of Honda’s cornerstone models 

— the company is clearly 
focused on the launch. We 
know this because there 
is actually very little 
going for 2013 with 
the rest of the lineup, 
save for some mod¬ 
est styling updates 
for the Cros stour 
hatchback. 

Buyers expecting 
the ninth-generation 
Accord to be bigger 
and bolder will need 
to adjust their perspective concerning 
one of North America’s most successful 
sedan and coupe lines. The U.S.-built (30 
years and counting) Accord maintains a 
conservative presence, while undergoing 
a metamorphosis in style, features and 
running gear. 

The sedan has shrunk nine centimetres 
in overall length and loses about two 
centimetres between the front and rear 
wheels, while gaining 1.5 centimetres in 
width. Concurrently, trunk space increases 
by five per cent, thanks to a more compact 
rear suspension. The Accord appears more 
svelte, with less front overhang. 

The coupe has undergone a more 
subtle transformation and remains one of 
the most appealing models of its type on 
the road. Inside, the artistically sculpted 
dashboard is thankfully devoid of knob 
and switchgear clutter. Drivers will be 
particularly enamoured with the clear and 
crisp white-on-black centre gauges and 
the eight-inch multi-information display 
screen. All passengers are treated to more 
comfort, with front-seaters enjoying more 
supportive buckets. There’s also an extra 
2.5 centimetres of legroom for those in 
back. 

The base 2.4-litre, four-cylinder 
(labelled “Earth Dreams”) makes 185 
horsepower (189 for the Sport model), up 
from 177. The optional 278-horsepower,

3.5-litre V6 gains a mere seven ponies. 
A six-speed gearbox on four-cylinder 


Accord sedans and up-level V6 coupes 
remains available. A continuously variable 


transmission (CVT) 
replaces the five-speed automatic op¬ 
tion on all four-cylinder models, but a six- 
speed automatic remains the only choice 
for V6 sedans and base V6 coupes. 

In early 2013, Honda will introduce 
the Accord plug-in hybrid with a 2.0-litre, 
four-cylinder mated with a 124-kilo¬ 
watt electric motor for a total of 196 net 
horsepower. The plug-in can travel up to 
24 kilometres on electric-only propulsion, 
operates on grid juice at up to 60 mph (96 
km/h) and has a maximum 800-kilometre 
range. The clincher is it takes just three 
hours using 120-volt house current to 
replenish the lithium-ion battery (about 
10 minutes for a 50 per cent charge). The 
plug-in will be followed by a conven¬ 
tional hybrid, giving the Accord a one-two 
punch in this category. 

Honda must have also been paying 
attention when we suggested its Crosstour 
hatch be made available with a four- 
cylinder engine in the interests of greater 
efficiency. The automaker quietly added 
a 192-horsepower, 2.4-litre four-cylinder 
engine and five-speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion as the quasi-wagon’s base power- 
train. 

For 2013, the roomy Crosstour remains 
a radically different kind of Honda, 
although the reshaped nose and rear end 
give it a slightly more aggressive look 
that should help it find greater acceptance.

AVALON GETS 
YOUTHFUL LOOK 
AND HYBRID OPTION

Toyota has been content to let the Prius 
brand take credit for the hybrid high 
sweeping the land. Why not when there 
are three separate models, including a new 
2013 Prius c, but quietly in the back¬ 
ground, other Toyotas are gaining hybrid 
options. 

The new Avalon is a case in point. The 
big sedan enjoys a sterling reputation as a 
quiet, comfortable cruiser, but mostly with 
more mature drivers. That appears likely 
to change with the arrival of the new 2013 
edition. The styling alone actually looks 
more youthful than the Camry from which 
it was spawned. Its crisp lines reflect the 
car’s slightly more diminutive dimensions 
— six centimetres shorter, a bit narrower 
and not quite as tall — than the outgoing 
model. The new Avalon also weighs about 
55 kilograms less as a result. 

Unchanged is the 268-horsepower, 

3.5- litre V6, although Toyota has tweaked 
the engine and installed an updated 
six-speed transaxle for improved fuel 
economy (11.2 city/7.6 highway versus 
12.0/7.8). For 2013, Avalon joins the 
Camry in offering a gas-electric Hy¬ 
brid model that uses a 156-horsepower, 

2.5- litre four-cylinder engine working in 
tandem with an electric motor to produce 
200 net horsepower. 

As before, the transmission connects 
the V6 to the front wheels, while the con¬ 
tinuously variable transmission is standard 
for the Hybrid. Toyota claims the fuel- 
miserly sedan will achieve the same 5.9 
1/100 km city and 6.0 highway numbers 
as the Camry, which makes sense as the 
systems are identical and both sedans are 
very close in weight. 

The improved interior features front 
seats that are more supportive with better 
side bolstering, while the concave-shaped 
dashboard results in more cabin room. By 
its very nature the base Avalon shows up 
with an abundance of standard equipment, 
although for the full-on luxury experience 
you will need to spring for a premium 
leather interior, heated and ventilated front 
and rear seats, larger wheels, navigation/ 





communications systems and an up-level 
stereo, to list just a few options. 

At the exact opposite end of the Toyota 
spectrum, the Prius c becomes its smallest 
and least expensive member. Although 
diminutive in stature — almost 50 centi¬ 
metres shorter than the standard Prius 



hatchback — the Prius c comes up big in 
minimizing fuel consumption, registering 
3.5 1/100 km city and 4.0 highway. By 
comparison, the regular Prius’s numbers 
are 3.7/4.0. The combined city/highway 
number for both is 3.7 1/100 km. 

A major part of the Prius c’s desirabil¬ 



ity is its attractive styling and practical 
hatchback shape. The front end does carry 
traces of Toyota’s Yaris, but overall the 
“c” is easy on the eyes. And other than a 
steeply sloping roofline that might dis¬ 
courage tall types from accessing the rear 
portals, there’s a generous (for its sub¬ 
compactness) amount of usable storage 
space, either with the split-folding back 
seat in the up or folded-flat position. 

The Prius c’s powertrain consists of 
a 73-horsepower, 1.5-litre four-cylinder 
engine coupled to a continuously variable 
transmission and assisted by a 60-horse- 
power (45-kilowatt) electric motor. The net 
output is a scant 99 horsepower, compared 
to 134 horses for the larger Prius hatch 
and wagon. The 144-volt battery pack and 
fuel tank are positioned beneath the rear 
seat to maximize interior space and lower 
the c’s centre of gravity (for better weight 
distribution and road holding). 

Additionally, the c’s driver can switch 
between Normal, Eco and EV operation. 
The Eco mode takes some of the starch 
out of the standard throttle and climate 
control settings to save energy. The EV 
mode allows the car to run solely son elec¬ 
tric power for not much more than about 
1.5 kilometres and at less than 40 km/h, 
making it ideal for typical work commutes 
and other going-nowhere-fast situations.

Buick’s grand plan is in full 
swing and it appears to be ac¬ 
tually working. 

Just what is the plan, you 
ask? Well, it involves downsiz¬ 
ing the line and injecting it 
with more style and less mass. 
And baptizing all models in a 
fountain of youth. 

They also run on smaller, 
fuel-frugal power plants that 
offer as much as or greater 
performance than previous 


models. The plan includes en¬ 
hancing the luxury-car experi¬ 
ence to match or exceed the 
premium import brands. 

The Lacrosse and Regal al¬ 
ready fall into this strategy, as 
does the Verano, which was 
new for 2012. However for the 
2013 model year the smallest 
Buick sedan is literally stepping 
up the pace with an optional — 
and significantly more power¬ 
ful — turbo-charged model. 

The sense here is that Buick 
needed to add some premium 
power for the Verano to be 
considered in the same sport- 
sedan league as BMW, Audi 
and Mercedes-Benz, and not 
be viewed as an afterthought 
brand. With its more mature 
customer base shrinking over 
the years, reinvention and 


rejuvenation has become a 
matter of survival. Outwardly, 
the Turbo varies only slightly 
from the regular-strength Ver¬ 
ano with dual exhaust outlets, 
subtle rear spoiler and trunk 
lid badge. Elegant is better 
here, for sure. 

The fact that the only sig¬ 
nificant Turbo options are a 
navigation system and a power 
sunroof underscores how well 
the car lines up with other lux¬ 
ury-leaning compacts vying for 
your dollars. 

The overall attractiveness 
of the Verano, coupled with 
the rapid-fire authority of its 
high-output turbo, makes it 
worthy of its Euro-based peers 
and for less money in most 
cases. You have to love it when 
a plan comes together.

There’s a Honda Accord ex¬ 
pert in my family, and it 
isn’t me. 

Angie Pritchard is my 
mom. She drives a grey, 
four-cylinder, automatic 
2000 Honda Accord. It re¬ 
places her 1996, which was 
powder blue, and equipped 
similarly. 

That earlier model had 
400,000 kilometres of reli¬ 
able service when she sold 
it. Her current Accord has 
245,000. Both posed few 
problems, started reliably 
at 30 below, and got mom 
around when she needed 
to purchase ingredients or 
come visit her favourite 
son. 

Charged with creating 
an evaluation on the new 
2013 Accord Sport, I decid¬ 
ed to hand the keys to Mom 
for some insight. 

I am, after all, desensi¬ 
tized to things like backup 
cameras and electric power 
steering in a way. I see them 
every week. Mom doesn’t. 
She’s been driving the same 
car every day for years, and 
I can hardly imagine what 
that’s like. 

Turns out it was, largely, 
a list of the new Accord’s 
thoughtful features that 
she loved the most. 

“The steering is really light 
when you park it, I liked 
that.” 

That’s the electric power 
steering. When the car 
is moving at parking lot 
speeds, it signals the power 
steering system to work 
harder, so you don’t have 
to. You get normal steering 
feel at highway speeds, and 
an easier time parking. At 
low speeds, you could steer 
with one finger. 

“It's so smooth shifting.” 

That’s because it has a 
CVT or Continually Vari¬ 
able Transmission, which 
executes the smoothest 
gearshifts possible: none 
at all. With no gears to 
shift, power comes on a 
linear wave, rather than 
in “steps.” This saves you 
gas and makes acceleration 
smooth and seamless. 

“I’m going to use this all the 


time.” 

Mom was talking about 
the ECON button. Press it, 
and the Accord’s computer 
brain makes changes to the 
sensor in the gas pedal, the 
engine, and the transmis¬ 
sion. These changes work 
with your gentle driving to 
help save fuel. You press 
this when you’re trying 
to drive as efficiently as 
possible. 

“I love that screen that lets 
you see what’s behind you.” 

That’s the backup camera. 
Its standard on every new 


Accord sold, because Honda 
says everyone wants one. 

It helps with parking and 
navigating while you’re 
in reverse, and makes the 
area in and around the 
Accord safer. Winter sees 
it easily blocked with salty 
road spray, but a lick of 
your finger and swipe over 
the tiny lens as you walk 
by clears it. 

“The turn signals blink 
three times, on their own?” 

That’s an added con¬ 
venience when you’re 


changing lanes. Tap the 
stick once, and it blinks 
the blinker three times. 
Makes you look like a 
courteous driver, even if 
you aren’t. 

“The lights stay on, on their 
own.” 

Left in AUTO, the head¬ 
lights turn on when it gets 
dark, turn off when it’s 
not, and even stay on for a 
half minute after you lock 
the car, so you can see your 
way up to the house in the 
dark. 
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Angry teen drives

Not sure about you, but I’m 
conflicted about the actions 
of that 13-year-old driver 
from Italy. 

A couple of weeks ago,

One side of me says, way 
to go Bud, you just caused 
incredible grief to everyone 
who cares about you and 
endangered hundreds of 
motorists from Italy to Po¬ 
land. 

Another side of me says, 
that was awesome, Bud. Not 
only the driving, but also the 
chutzpah. I can hardly cross 
back over the Buffalo border 
with a pair of undeclared 


Rockports on my feet. 

Apparently he is a go-cart 
racer and actually looks like 
he’s about 16. But still. Italy 
to Poland in your father’s 
Mercedes when you’re 13? 
You did your teenage tribe 
and human race proud. 

We obviously shouldn’t 
be condoning this kind of 
behaviour, but it is consist¬ 
ent with how researchers 
say the teenage brain is 
wired — particularly with 
boys — and possibly how 
teenagers “should” behave 
on occasion. 

They have a need to take 
risks, and the gene pool 
benefits from people who 
learn from their risk taking 
when the stakes are lower. 

Risk taking during ado¬ 
lescence is seen in all mam¬ 
mals, so there must be some 
biological reason for it. Just 
saying. 

According to a study, 
called Why Do Boys En¬ 
gage in More Risk Taking 
Than Girls by Barbara A. 
Morrongiello and Heather 
Rennie at the University of 
Guelph, boys have both na¬ 
ture and nurture-related rea¬ 
sons for their increased risk 
taking. 

We encourage and/or tol¬ 
erate more risk taking in 
our boys, and they generally 
are more optimistic about 



their chances. 

And if it doesn’t go so 
good, boys often just mark 
it down to bad luck. Boys 
are also more prone to pro 
rate their injury chances 
— a small injury is entirely 
OK. Girls see any chance of 
injury and just say no. They 
are smarter. 

Puberty also plays a role. 
Apparently the section in 
the brain that computes 
emotion and social inter¬ 
action is overactive during
